MADAGASCAR.— Christian* Sentenced to 


Death —In June lut>t eight thousand Christi- 
ans tit Imirena, being assembled together one 
evening in difloient places, engaged in religi- 
ons exercises, were nil nrreetcd and condemn- 
ed to death. 
Eighteen of them had already 


been executed, when all the i out found menus 
of escape, lied »o tho palace of the prince, and 
implored his piotection. The prince took 
them under hi* rare. The f.ict having come 
to the knowledge of the Qucun, ohw ordered 
her grand marshal and first minister, lidin- 
haro, to convey her oidera to the prince, her 
»on, to surrender all those Christians for exe- 
cution. The k'r<ind marshal proceeded to in- 
timate thia order to the pi into, who refused 
to obey it, declaring that the Christians were 
under Ilia piotoction, and that if any one had 
tht hardihood to force his palnco, with a view 
to their «euure, ho would put him instantly to 
death 


High •words then took place between the 


prince and the crand marshal, the latter inti- 
mating to tho termer that ho was acting in 
open rebellion to tho Queen, his mother. The 
prince becoming impatient, and having strong 
motives lor resentment against the grand mar- 
shal, drew his jword und aimed u blow at his 
head. It struck him on one side of the head, 
jiiid < ut oft' ouo of his ears. 
The generals 


pretont oame to the rescue of the giand m:ir- 
>hal, as the prince was about to put an end to 
him. 
When the Queen heard of what bad 
pUi-e, she quashed the -whole affair, 


a revolution at Jinirena, for she knows 


that nil the Ankova youth arc partisans of 
the prince, and that he is beloved by nil the 
}XK>uli; and the army. Tho Christians are now 
in safety, and iuu,eniblr themselves together in 
the tnemnji, the government shutting ita eyes 
upon everything, litiinharo trembles before 
the prince. This young prince, who has com- 
pleted hia 21 »t year, and who has been brought 
up by General Hat«hambe, his governor, 
promises to establish his throne as it was tin- 
der the late king li.wl.iuia, his i'atber. He has 
l»en several timet at the prayer meetings of 
the Chri»tiuni),and m.ikeseveiy effort to com- 
fort them.

PURPOSK OF THE SOUTH.—Mr. CHngman, 


Whig, of N. C., had no doubt that, if this bill 
and others should pass, it might become neces- 
sary to change existing revenue laws. 
He 


then gave his views on the tariff question, and 
said tlut there was nothing in the compromise 
measures—tho South being excluded from the 
Ten Stories, and the Fugitive Slave bill being 
insufficient—to induce him to put any bur- 
dens on hia constituents for the benefit of 
Northern manufacturers.

They do not regard the Union with 
supei stitious reverence. 
They could rely on 


themselves. They feel that Providence has. 
made ample provision for them, and that eter- 
nal vigilance is the price of liberty. 
They 


were determined to keep, if they could, the 
Government in the right track; and as long 
us it does justice, they would never array 
themselves against it. 


That is, if the Government will devote it- 


self to the work of extending slavery, the 
South would sustain it. 
Otherwise, not.— 


That is the ultimatum 1
